Approximately 145 undergraduate 
and 60 graduate students are ex- 
pected to receive their degrees at 
Gallaudet's 111th commencement on 
May 19, at the National Shrine 
of the Immaculate Conception. The 


ceremonies will begin at 10:30 a.m. 


As in past years, many students 
will receive their degrees from 
their congressmen. Ambassadors 
or embassy representatives have 
been invited to award diplomas to 
foreign students. 

This year's graduation will be 
particularly memorable and in- 
teresting as Dr. Margaret Mead 
will deliver the commencement 
address. World renown anthro- 
pologist, lecturer and author, 
Dr. Mead will speak on "Multi- 


Modal Transcultural Communication." 


Dr. Mead is concerned about 
communication barriers and break- 
downs confronting us today. In 
her address, she will discuss 
the potential success of using a 
sign language for international 
communications where Esperanto 
has failed. 

Following Dr. Mead's speech and 
the conferring of degrees, hon- 
orary degrees will be awarded 
to Dr. McCay Vernon and Mr. David 
Hays. All degrees will be signed 
by President Ford, Patron. of 
Gallaudet College.
